This date was also the rugular meet- 


ing night for the board, which was 
called to order in the superintendent's 
office by President R. A. Cook, and 
on roll call all members' except H. H. 
Pagel, Adolph Cook and S. Todd 
answered to their names. 
The monthly report of Treasurer 


Vetter showed cash on hand Jan. 1st 
of $1,089.44. There is overdrawn at 
the bank the sum of $12,825.41. The 
clerk's report for the past three 
months showed payments amounting 
to $15,840.41. most of this sum being 
for teachers' salaries. 


Miss Evelyn G. West of this city 


applied for a position as director of 
kindergarten work, which application 
was referred to the teachers' com- 
mittee. 
Several changes in rules relating to 


the employment of teachers and min- 
imum and maximum salaries, were 
presented by the committee. This re- 
port, which was adopted by unanimous 
vote, will place teachers on a merit 
basis. 
Clerk Welly reported that work had 


been completed on the new closet 
system in the Fourth ward school. A 
total expenditure of nearly $1,900 was 
made on this school. 
Supt. Snyder informed the board 


that the local High school had been 
reinstated on the North Central As- 
sociation li.st. a notice to this effect 
being received from the secretary, 
Thos. Lloyd Jones of Madison. This 
association covers the states of Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan, Iowa, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin. Graduates from the 
accredited schools are allowed to en- 
ter any college or university in the 
association without examination. 


That grippe was generally prevalent 


among the children and young people 
of Stevens Point is evidenced from 
the fact that during December the 
daily absences from school averaged 
200. 
In the High school the perfect 


attendance numbered only 54. There 
were 73 cases of tardiness l«ist month 
but this apparently poor showing was 
offset by the fact that fifteen teachers 
had no cases of tardiness. 


The board adopted a 
suggestion 


made by Supt. Snydef that the grade 
teachers be given the privilege of 
granting one hour's "bonus" each 
month to children who are neither 
absent nor tardy during the previous 


four weeks. 
These children will be 


dismissed at 2:30 o'clock on each 4th 
Friday afternoon.

The president and clerk were named 


\ as a special committee to secure a hall 
' and make general arrangements for 
the commencement exercises in June. 


Mr. Snyder estimated that the com- 


mercial department in the High school 
had increased 50 per cent in efficiency 
during the past year. Several of last 
summer's graduates are now holding 
responsible positions in local business 
houses and favorable reports are re- 
ceived of their work. 


Mr. Wooten addressed the board 


concerning the needs of his depart- 
ment and told of the valuable infor- 
mation he secured recently at the 
national federation 
of commercial 


teachers in Chicago. The supply com- 
mittee will ascertain the cost of ma- 
terial asked for and report at the next 
meeting. The board then adjourned.

Tobie of Amherst township and P. E. 
Webster of Almond township are the 
members of the new Portage county 
agricultural committee, the primary 
duty of which is to select the new 
county agricultural agent, authorized 
by the recent session of the county 
board. 


The appointments of committeemen 


were filed with County Clerk A. E. 
Bourn last Saturday by Ben Halver- 
son, chairman of the county board, 
and the fact that the three men named 
are thoroughly familiar with condi- 
tions throughout the county and de- 
cidedly well known, should aid them 
materially in their work. The chair- 
man, J. W. Dunegan, is cashier of the 
First National bank, the owner of 
several farms and the first man in the 
county to openly advocate the engage- 
ment of an agricultural agent. 
His 


co-workers are among the county's 
most prominent farmers and equally 
interested in the development of farm- 
ing interests. 


The committee aims to get in touch 


at once with applicants for the posi- 
tion and to work with the University 
college of agriculture in selecting the 
right man. Jn view of the importance 
of'the task, they will proceed care- 
fully and cautiously. After the agent 
is secured, his work will be controlled 
and directed by tho agricultural corn- 
mittpf. in accordance with ihe county 
board's resolution.
